Alcoholism tax become a growing 
problem, Mrs. Marie Larson, direc­ 
tor of the Family Service agency of 
Marin county, told about 100 guests 
at the annual agency dinner meet­ 
ing last night in the Outdoor Art 
dub in Mill Valley. 
However, some progress has been 
made in hearing them as compared 
to ten years ago when the agency 
was first set up in Marin City, Mrs. 
Larscm said. At that time "there 
was little that could be done except 
to have an alcoholic committed to 
the state hospital where it was 
hoped he wodld receive treatment. 
Whether he did or not, he usually 
returned to his home only to begin 
drinking all over again." 
SOME HELP GIVEN 
Now some help is afforded by 
Alcoholics Anonymous and by use 
of a drug, antabuse, given under 
medical supervision. Mrs. Larson 
said that the agency had been able 
to help four men suffering from al­ 
coholism, although the agency has 
had a caseload of 55 alcoholic rases 
as compared to 14 for the year be­ 
fore. 
* 
The agency has handled a total 
of 536 cases this year, a number 
similar to that of last year, Mrs. 
Larson said The largest number of 
problems, 389, were financial. Ill­ 
ness brought 105 cases to the agency 
for assistance, marital problems TT, 
alcoholism 55, child 'custody 23, em­ 
ployment adjustment 29, mental ill­ 
ness 18, and unmarried mothers 17. 
Mrs. Larson said that there have 
been increasingly scattered 
cases 
from Sausalito. Mill Valley, Fair­ 
fax and San Rafael but that the 
bulk of the caseload work comes 
from Marin City. 
During the past year, the agency 
has helped a total of 1,134 men and 
women to find employment 
COMMUNITY RELATIONS 
Commenting on community rela­ 
tions, the annual report stated: 
"In looking back at the end of 
ten years, it is gratifying that many 
improvements have taken place in 
the area of health and welfare in 
Marin county. 
The

mental functions"

Leo Eckstein 
Quits Sheriff 
As Deputy 


Leo Eckstein, a deputy sheriff who 
has been stationed at Kentiidd, has 
submiited 
his 
resignation 
and 
prompted Marin supervisors to "look 
into” the growing turn-over in 
county personnel. 
Eckstein, who has been a. deputy 
sheriff for the past five years, asked 
that his resignation become effect­ 
ive on May 1. He did not state why 
he was resigning, He was recently 
replaced in Kentfield by Deputy 
William Bradley. 
Supervisor George WhiteTey re­ 
plied to the announcement, "Why 
don’t we look into these resignations 
and find out why we lose so many 
trained employees. It takes a lot of 
money to train a deputy sheriff.’* 
He asked that all resignations be 
referred to the county personnel 
commission "because you’d be sur­ 
prised what information you get by 
talking to these men who want to 
quit. 
"I still haven’t reconciled myself 
to the recent resignation of a county 
employee with 20 years service which 
the supervisors didn’t know any­ 
thing about for several weeks.”

Mother Who 
Killed Son 
'Not Insane' 


The X-rays taken of Mrs. Maggie 
Hall of Marin City reveal that two 
shell fragments are lodged near her 
brain "but couldn’t cause her to be 
legally insane,” a doctor said today. 
Dr. David Schmidt added the 
fragments support Mrs. Hall’s story 
that she was shot In a childhood 
hunting accident. Dr. Schmidt said 
Mrs. Hall was about 10 years old 
when the accident occurred. 
"The fragments may have a psy­ 
chological factor on Mrs. Hall’s con­ 
duct,” the doctor stated, "but they 
couldn’t make her do anything she 
wouldn’t be responsible for.” 
Dr. Schmidt is a psychiatrist at 
San Quentin prison and was asked 
to examine the woman. 
Mrs, Hall was arrested Saturday 
after she voluntarily told sheriff's 
deputies she dashed the throat of 
her two-year-old son, Charles Jr„ 
to prevent her divorced husband 
from taking the child. 
The mother is booked at the 
county jail on charges of murder. 
Dr. Schn idt said he was waiting 
for addltior al information from X- 
ray specialties before completing his 
report 
Meanwhile, matrons at the county 
jail report Mrs. Hall appears to be 
in good health. Nevertheless, ma­ 
trons are continuing their suicide 
watch on the mother, 
The baby was due to be buried 
today from the Frank J. Keaton 
mortuary in Sausalito at Mount 
Tamalpais cemetery.

He also went home 
and started work on a new calendar 
which would correct that ancient 
larceny and take a lot of confusion 
out of the existing way of recording 
days, weeks and months.

EDITORIAL OPINION 
Closed Divorce Courtroom 
Contrary To Public Interest 


IB today'» "What Our Header»* Say’* column 
- is a letter which urj?es closed court hearings in 
divorce cases and questions the necessity erf let­ 
ting the public know w&at its courts are doing. 
* 
The reader make» these three main points: 
*• 
1-There is no need for freedom of the pres« 
in a divorce trial. 
2—No interest ol the community is at stake. 
"* 
5-No* injury could be suffered by the state 
or any individual as a result of having divorce 
trials "in the utmost privacy." 
These assertions deserve an answer. 
Marin Superior Judge Jordan Martineili in 
ruling his court open to the press and the pub- 
* lie recently said: "This court serves not merely 
for (the litigants), but for die public • • . 
‘T he press are the eyes and the ears of the 
f people. It is through the press dial they see and 
[ hear and learn the things erf which they have 
* the right to approve or disapprove . • . Secrecy 
* is a privilege, not a right«. 
► 
Judge Martineili has partially answered 
* Point 1. He might have added that when any- 
* one would designate a point past which free- 
* dom 6f the press is not allowed to gb, it is 
* necessary to give someone the power to deter- 
I mine where that point is. When someone is 
given that power, it transcends freedom of the 
press. Because the press is either free or regu­ 
lated, if It is regulated it no longer has free­ 
dom. 
When the press no longer has freedom, the 
eyes and ears of the public are closed. Democ­ 
racy a* we know it, is dead. 
Our correspondent's second point deals with 
interest of the community in divorce. It seems 
incongruous that a man who would object to 
details of a divorce trial because of their effect 
*on children, can fail to see the community*» 
* stake in divorce. 
I 
Our whole society is based upon the family. 


Corollary is that the breakup of a family i* in­ 
jurious to our socetv. The public certainly then 
has "the right to approve or disapprove" of 
court action which breaks up a family. 
Point 3 sees no injury to anyone in secret 
court action. Our correspondent should look to 
New York for a demonstration. In New York, 
where some trials may be carried on behind 
closed doors, adultery is the only grounds for 
divorce. Yet thousands of divorces are granted 
annually. 
Ithas become an open secret and scandal that 
married couples agree to “raids” for purpose of 
securing ev idence. Wives and husbands perjure 
themselves, “correspondents” 
are paid for 
staging the alleged indiscretions and “detec­ 
tives” hired to collect the "evidence." Even tht 
judge often suspects that the evidence has been 
"prepared in advance.’* 
Yet these things are allowed to continue 
mainly because they can be carried on behind 
closed courtroom doors and therefore are not 
subject to public scrutiny. 
Does our correspondent really believe that 
when secrecy allows people to perjure them­ 
selves and to conspire to Daunt the intent of 
law; when it so corrupts a court that it will 
wink at known facts, and when it allows pres­ 
entation of planted evidence, that the state and 
the individuals involved are not injured? We 
don’t see how he can. 
Solution seems to be to continue our present 
freedom of the press. Some newspapers, like 
some human beings, will fail in their duty by 
succumbing to temptation to make profit 
through sensational stories. 
Others, and we class ourselvet here, will use 
their freedom to keep the public informed of 
what is going on, while at the same time exer­ 
cising mature judgment as to what is news and 
what merely lurid details.

Life-Saving in Korea 
is First-Rate Job 
1 AH of us hiv» been saddened by the continuing 
•casualty lists from Korea. Every wound is a sorrow 
and every death a grief. We taka comfort In the 
fact that our men are fighting in a good causa 
and that they themselves put the call of duty above 
their own .live*. 
Wa can take some additional comfort from the 
«splendid health report that ha* just been issued 
-by General Ginn, one of the chief medical officers 
•of the Eighth Army. R* is able to state that large 
«gains have been made in a variety of ways. This 
,yt*T, for example, there wifi be less lor* from 
"frostbite, as better clothing and better techniques 
»have been developed. The rate of loss from epi­ 
demic disease has gone down sharply. A remark­ 
able thing about this is the drop not only in the 
'military personnel but also among civilians. The 
venerai disease rate among troops. Ornerai Ginn 


reports, is the lowest that has been known in an 
American Army since records have been kept. 
In addition to this the improvement of evacuation 
services and the employment of life-saving, front­ 
line methods such as the administration of plasma 
have made x it possible to save a larger proportion 
of those wounded than ever before. We thought it 
remarkable when we learned that about 89 per 
cent of thoee reported on the casualty lists could 
be returned to duty. Now comes the additional 
report that the ratio of deaths to wounds Is of the 
order of less than one to forty. This compare« with 
the Second World War ratio of about one to twenty- 
five, which was itself the lowest in our military 
history. 
There is no such thing as a “brighter” aide to 
any war. But there are some things that help to 
mitigate tragedy. The knowledge that our splendid 
medical services are doing a first-rate job and 
are getting first-rate results belongs to those 
things. —N. Y, Times

Real Goal 


It is well known that the presi­ 
dent ami his advisers began work­ 
ing on his address shortly after 
Stalin’s death. But the herd core 
of it is much older Bias that, it 
announces a decision of the high­ 
est consequences, distilled 
from 
the president's experience in the 
war and matured in the after­ 
math. 
The hard core of the speech is 
the conviction that great conflicts 
must be ended by negotiation and 
not fought out for an uncondition­ 
al surrender. 


IN THE DEEPEST SENSE, this 
is the speech which, alas, was not 
made in 1944 when the Germans, 
who were rising «gainst Hitler, put 
out the feelers asking us to reas­ 
sure them that if they made peace, 
the vital interests of Germany 
would be secure. 


SCIENCE NEEDS TO DO some­ 
thing about getting rid of men’s 
beards once and for all. Probably 
the same is true of scalp hair. As 
it is now, when a man’s hair starts 
getting thin, the more madly and 
desperately he combs it, thus cut- 
t^pg down his life expectancy. 
Take the matter of conversation. 
Women are supposed to talk more 
than men. But do they really? The 
truth is women get the most mile­ 
age out of their vocal chords for 
the time they use them. They use 
conversation either for relaxing 
gossip 
to deliver an important 
message to their husbands from his 
sponsor—themselves. 
The typical feminine greeting is 
an efficient quarter-inch 
smile. 
But a man? He breaks out in a 
rash of gobbled?gook, such as— 
“How’re yufa?” and 
"Whaddava 
know?" and "What’s new’" He 
does this, over and over, all day 
long, making unimportant noises 
with his mouth when he should be 
resting it. 


This is the speech, alas, which 
was not made to the Japanese be­ 
fore the atom bombs were dropped 
on Hiroshima and Nagasaki. That 
is, X believe, the historic signifi­ 
cance of this speech, that it liqui­ 
dates the ooctrine of 
uncondi­ 
tional surrender. 


THE PRESIDENT told the Com­ 
munist governments that he was 
not challenging their existence but 
their imperial expansion; that the 
fundamental condition of an ac­ 
comodation 
between 
the 
tw o 
worlds was not a counter-revolu­ 
tion but a withdrawal from the 
new empire to their legitimate na­ 
tional limits. 
The president did not deliver an 
ultimatum demanding this with­ 
drawal of empire. He did say, as 
he was bound to say, that without 
the withdrawal, a general accomo­ 
dation cannot be worked out. 
When we turn to specific issue«, 
my own feeling is that the admin­ 
istration is not nearly adequately 
prepared to carry on the negotia­ 
tion which the president said 
should be undertaken. 


THE PRESIDENT, to take the 
first instance, said that after an 
armistice there 
should 
be “the 
prompt initiation of political dis­ 
cussions leading to the holding of 
free elections in a united Korea.” 
There will have to be a lot of 
thought and work done on that 
before it will be prudent to begin 
those discussions There seems to 
be a strange Impression in Wash­ 
ington that the Communists are 
opposed to unification of Korea, 
and that it was appeasement to 
think that while the cold war was 
raging it would be better not to go 
beyond partition. 
Far from ft. The Soviet Union 
put in a resolution last October 
and Poland put one in just a few 
weeks ago calling for "the settle­ 
ment of the Korean question on 
the basis of the unification of 
Korea.” 


THE REAL QUESTION, there­ 
fore, is not whether Korea should 
be unified. It is: Who is going to 
unify it? 
The North Koreans tried to uni­ 
fy it by force in June 1950, and 
they failed. Gen. MacArthur tried 
to unify it by force in November 
of 1980, and he failed. 


Is there anybody who, asking 
himself coldly what 
he 
really 
think», can believe that a country 
divided and devastated by a civil 
and an international war, and oc­ 
cupied by foreign armies could by 
holding elections produce a Work­ 
able, viable, unified country? 


Surely, to go straight toward 
elections is to raise false hopes 
and to invite insoluble disputes. 


'THERE 18 A GREAT deal more 
preparatory work to be done be­ 
fore we can make good our pledge 
to the French not to forget their 
war while we settle our own. The 
president mentioned Indo-Chma 
but threw little light upon it. 
Is there any agreed plan, in­ 
deed any plan, for ending the civil 
war by negotiations between the 
Vietminh and the Vietnam? Fail­ 
ing that, we should be in the il­ 
logical position of asking for an 
unconditional surrender in Indo­ 
china while we offered a negoti­ 
ated truce in Korea.

By HENRY C. Mac ARTHUR 
SACRAMENTO (CNS) — If a 
sub-committee of the Assembly 
ways and means committee has 
anything to say about it, there 
will be no cut in the budget of 
the University of California, as 
submitted to the state legislature 
by Governor Earl Warren. 
Assemblymen Thomas W. Calde­ 
cott, of Berkeley, and Lloyd Lcw- 
rey, of Yolo county, were assigned 
by the chairman of ways 
and 
means to conduct a survey into the 
legitimacy of the budget for the 
educational institution. 
They came up with the answer 
that the university budget "al-‘ 
ready has been brought to % min­ 
imum for carrying on the essen­ 
tial services during the next year.* 


ANY FURTHER CUT, the re­ 
port says, “will require curtail­ 
ment or lowered standards of uni­ 
versity 
service.” Caldecott 
and * 
Lowrey, therefore, recommended to 
the main committee that the bud­ 
get as proposed by the governor 
be approved. 
The operating budget recom­ 
mended for the year July I to 
June 30, 1983-84, 
amounted 
to 
$52.623,399, with funds from stu­ 
dent fees and other squrces bring­ 
ing it to $67,051,437, or 8.3 percent 
over the authorized expenditures 
for the current year. In money 
figures, the increase amounts to 
$5,130,902. 


THE COMMITTEE found that 
the 
University 
officials 
them­ 
selves had cut the increase re­ 
quested originally by department 
chairmen 
and 
operating 
unit 
heads, who had demanded a $11,- 
110,580 increase In operating funds, 
exclusive of the merit salary ad­ 
justments, emergency funds, and 
other miscellaneous provisions.

geles campus, for expansion of the 
medical center et San Francisco, 
and for development of new col­ 
leges of letters and science at the 
Daria and Riverside campuses.”

County Teletype System 
Money Near Budget 


Marin supervisors yesterday ten­ 
tatively earmarked 86.682.80 in the 
coming budget for a teletype system 
which would operate in all police 
offices in Marin. 
In the plan, proposed by the 
Marin County Peace Officers asso­ 
ciation, the county, would make the 
initial expenditure for installing the 
teletypes but the individual cities 
would reimburse supervisors for lo­ 
cal work. 

County Radio Of­ 
ficer Mansfield Lewis said, the 
county originally pays $6.662.80 to 
the Pacific Telephone and Tele­ 
graph company to install the tele­ 
types but later receives $4,45122 
from the cities.

County Budget 


Shows Increase 


Over Past Year 


Marin supervisors yesterday had 
their second look at a preliminary 
budget of $2,857,440.80 which is re­ 
portedly needed to operate the gen­ 
eral county government for the fis­ 
cal year of 1853-54. 
The budget, which was presented 
in a rough draft to supervisors 
several weeks ago, shows a 8J per 
cent Increase over expenditures for 
the past year. 


However, Assistant Auditor B. W. 
Broemmel pointed out, “this preli­ 
minary budget does not include the 
needs of the roads and bridges de­ 
partment, flood control or veterans 
memorial* 


Broemmel said he could not dis­ 
cuss a tentative tax rate until all 
county needs had been estimated 
and viewed in light of new property 
assessments. 


But he did explain the auditor's 
staff was reviewing the budget of 
each county department as fre­ 
quently as possible and endeavor­ 
ing to make a monthly report to 
supervisors. 


"That’s exactly what the grand 
Jury 
recommended," 
Supervisor 
Chairman William Fusselman said. 


In its administrative report re­ 
leased recently, the grand jury urg­ 
ed supervisors to review individual 
budgets monthly to cut the need of 
borrowing from an unappropriated 
reserve budget established for the 
county. 


Broemmel said he had not been 
questioned by the grand jury about 
monthly reviews of the department 
budgets before their report was 
made public. 


Supervisor George Whiteley hint­ 
ed that supervisors might take grand 
jury reports more seriously if Jury 
members would “talk to the right 
persons” during their investigations.
